considerably less than their objective, 
iut they nearly always achieve some- 
hing. The optimists now count on 
the seriousness of the world economic 
situation to compel statesmen at least 
.o call a halt on the present trend to- 
ward national isolation and the disap- 
pearance of trade. 


Trade Revival Sought 


Revival of world trade through co- 


operation is the goal of the economic 
conference. The alternative is com- 
monly regarded as economic nation- 
alism, intensified commercial warfare 
'or world markets and resultant dan- 
gerous threats to peace. 


What may very well emerge from 


he conference, however, is a breath- 
ing spell in the form of a truce which 
would give nations time to determine 
where they were at, without danger 
meanwhile of slipping further into the 
economic whirlpool. 


So many are the complications and 


divergencies of national viewpoints 
that it is best first to survey the chief 
agreed objectives of the London con- 
ference.

1. Currency Stabilization—Deprecia- 


tions of national currencies in terms of 
those of other countries have led to a 
welter of tariff increases and new re- 
strictions on trade. World markets 
for the great commodities have been 
contracted and prices have been brok- 
en down. Today the world has only 
about a third of the international 
trade of 1929. To change this trend it 
is necessary to get currencies stabiliz- 
ccl with relation to each other.

gional groups such as we ourselves 
might try, to organize in this..hemiST 
phere. 


The American delegation will at 


least attempt to obtain a tariff truce, 
such as it has recently achieved with 
reservations. It hopes to see ah in- 
ternational movement toward elmina- 
•ion of exchange restrictions, and an 
agreement on monetary policies With 
a view to eventual currency stabili- 
zation.

1. Currency Stabilization—Deprecia- 


tions of national currencies in terms of 
those of other countries have led to a 
welter of tariff increases and new re- 
strictions on trade. World markets 
for the great commodities have been 
contracted and prices have been brok- 
en down. Today the world has only 
about a third of the international 
trade of 1929. To change this trend it 
is necessary to get currencies stabiliz- 
ccl with relation to each other. 


The tendency of fluctuating curren- 


cies always is to reduce trade. The

.cur annual cotton crop is sold abroad. 


Many countries could not even at- 


tempt such isolation, and there would 
be a tendency toward national and re- 
gional groups such as we ourselves 
might try, to organize in this..hemiST 
phere. 


The American delegation will at 


least attempt to obtain a tariff truce, 
such as it has recently achieved with 
reservations. It hopes to see ah in- 
ternational movement toward elmina- 
•ion of exchange restrictions, and an 
agreement on monetary policies With 
a view to eventual currency stabili- 
zation.
